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Ak-Sar-Ben Manure 
South of the Bluffs 
To Be Composted 


The firm that is dumping ma- 
nure from Ak-Sar-Ben racehorse 
stables in a shallow pit at the 
south edge of Council Bluffs in- 
tends to compost the material 
and has a customer for the fin- 
ished product, a company spokes- 
man said. Though no official 
announcement has been made, 
the customer is rumored to be an 
Omaha firm who has exhibiteda 
sudden interest in lawn care. 

Greg Shovels of Tarpit, Iowa, 
area manager for Compost Your- 
self, a Phoenix, Ariz., firm, said 
last year’s stable refuse, which 
was piled on a farm field near 
Horse Latitudes, Iowa, will be 
moved to the Bluffs site to com- 
plete the composting process. 

An Iowa Department of Natu- 
ral Resources representative and 
representatives of the Iowa 
Health Department visited the 
site this week at the request of 
City Health Director Morgan 
Trashman. 

The approximately 40-acre 
tract is south of the Iowa Power 
generating plant, which is just 
inside the city limits, and the 
city’s sewage treatment plant. 
The area is west of Interstate 29 
but is not visible from the road. 
“Just follow your nose,” Trash- 
man said. “You can’t miss it.” 

Shovels was highly critical of 
the City Health Department for 
opposing the project, which he 
said complies with rules of the 
Natural Resources Department. 


“We had to have all the state 
approvals before Ak-Sar-Ben 
would sign,” he said. “Since Bluffs 
Run came along, the Ak-Sar-Ben 
board can’t ride roughshod over 
the Bluffs any more.” 

“Manure Happens’ 

Shovels said he contacted 
Bluffs Public Works Director 
Spike Bidet after learning of the 
controversy Tuesday, and offered 
to spray the area to control flies. 
“You can control more flies with 
a good insecticide than with 
vinegar, or something like that,” 
Shovels said. 

Shovels said the dumping, es- 
timated at 70 tons a day by city 
officials, has a “horsy odor.” But 
he said that when he visited the 
site Wednesday, it was the sew- 
age plant’s odors that were of- 
fensive. “We tried to control the 
odor, but it’s hard to get enough 
Industrial Strength Glade at the 
supermarket,” he said. 

He said the material contains 
arelatively small amount of ma- 
nure and a high percentage of 
straw. “You can’t just create 
manure,” said Shovels. “Manure 
happens.” 

Shovels said he has had no 
city response to his offer to con- 
trol flies and said the city “is not 
keeping the lines of communica- 
tion open.” 

Shovels was unclear about 
when the composting operation 
would begin, but he said the 
material “would be moved within 


a year.” 

Although some of the

Crowd Fills Elmwood,

_More than 1,100 people at- 
tended a “Free Alan” rally near 
the cruising grounds at Elmwood 
Park.
